Private Initiative Does Tlie Job 



Do you — as aj^rently a number of 
people do— think that only rtie government 
is capable of providing the most advanced 
and expense electric power facilities our 
hornes, farms and industries require If 
sortake a kx>k at a California situation. 

^is state Is, or soon will be, the most 
pdpulQu§ in the^nation. There is'a dispute 
b^veeh ' the l^ew ¥ork and California 
governors over the precise figures. In any 
event, one big California utility which has 
8 million customers, is now pioneering a 
1200-mle, half-million volt power trans- 
nmssicm system. This is a relatively new 
tedlrKslogical development, known as 
extra-tiigh voltoge transmission. 

Many months of research and engineer- 
ir^ preceded the utility's decision. The 



company worked with a major electrical 
manufacturer in order to obtain informa- 
tion for asfDects of line design from to\N&c 
configuration to the special prd^lems of 
conductor selection. The towen, for ex- 
ample, were thoroughly i^retested with 
thousands of flashover -liests to determine 
an insulation system capable of nneeting 
the system performance requ<r«r>ents.* 

The result will be a more ef^ient, more 
dependable power system to lerve a huge 
and expanding area. Rates will be state 
regulated and the investrT>ent will return 
h4avy taxes for all units of government in- 
stead of being tax-exempt as are public 
plants. The project again disproves the 
claim that only government can meet the 
nation's major electric needs.

us. transportation is just a step away 
from a revolutionary future built around 
"a fabulpus era of super-railroads." 

That's the view of a top authority — 
President Loomis of the Association of 
American Railroads. But, naturally and 
inevitably, this happy forecast is built upon 
a series of "ifs" and contingencies. 

In his view, the route to a new golden 
age erf railroading lies In a three-front at- 
tack on stubborn transport problems. Here 
they are: 

(1) There must be elimination of . the 
$600-milllon-a-year waste of featherbed- 
ding through a labor settlement that can 
lead to "happier relations, mwe stable 
jobs and rising wage opportunities." 

(2) There must be a government "green 
light" for railroad mergers promising 
sharply-increased service efficiencies and 
new operating economies in a streamlined 



national rail network closely co-ordinated 
with other transport modes. 

(3) There must be a reW^ing of out- 
moded federal transport law and regula- 
ory policy to prcwide equal treatment for 
all forms of transport — this involves a 
sharp slash in regulation and an end of 
subsidies to rail competitors. 

Mr. Loomis goes on to describe the 
enormous progress and technological 
changes— all for the better— which are tak- 
ing shape in every aspect of railroading 
in stations, yards, control towers, offices, 
mainlines, and advanced systems of hand- 
ling freight. And he makes a profound 
point when he urgest that Congress, which 
is spending $50 billion a year to protect 
the nation and the Free World and to pro- 
vide transportation to the moon, also "de- 
vote some time to correcting our more 
terrestrial transport policy problems."

There were 4,579 deaths in the 
United States military services in 
the past year, with accidents tak- 
ing the greatest toll. Records 
made public recently show that 
of the total deaths, 1,2^ were at- 
tributed to "natural causes." Ex- 
cept for a comparative few, the 
remainder died from accidents. 

There were 31 killed in hostile 
action — a reference to the Viet 
Nam War in which U.S. person- 
nel died in planes, helicopter smd 
while accompanying South Viet 
Nam forces on ground patrob 
against the Communist Viet Cong. 
Included in the other than acci- 
dent category are suieid«, the 
number of which was not re- 
leased. 

The total of Army deaths was 
1,740. The Navy's total was 1,132 
with 234 natural cause deaths.

the 129 who went down aboard 
the atomic submarine Thresher in 
April.

MORE HINTS FOR DROUGHT 
CONDITIONS 

This summer has been ex- 
trranely disaj^inting from a pas- 
ture production standpoint, and 
as a result there are many be^ 
cattle people in difficulty. 

I would Wne to make son^ sug- 
gestions at this |}oint, whkh I 
believe, are a must if we are go- 
ing to continue in the beef busi- 
ness. First of all, all calves should 
be creep fed. This will knprove 
the calves and take «>me of the 
pressure off of the ijpw.: At'^q^ 
mixture is 7 parts com and 1 part 
soybean pellets, or a mixture of 
one hidf com and one half oats. 
Do not feed barley in the whole 
form. 

Now is a good time to oill the 
bottom off of your cow herd. Cull 
hard. 

It k po^HI}le to wean heavy 
steer cdves now, and ful feed 
grain in a dry lot until market 
time. 

It may be wiser to feed a sm^dl 
amount of grain on pasture and 
save Jwy for winter. Witii half a 
feed of hay this winter, four 
pounds of grain wM get them 
through. Why not use gram now 
While they are ^tting roughage

Bank Loans 
On Increase 
To Education 

RICHMOND — Durii^ Ae 
year ending June 30, 1963, both 
the number and amours <rf loans 
made by particii»ting banks and 
insured by the State Education 
Assistanc Authority increased 
79% over die previtwis year. 

According to the second an- 
nual repcwt released by Chair- 
man C. Harrison Mann, Jr., and 
Executive Director Hugh Leach, 
2618 insured loans amounting h> 
n^rly a million and h^if dollars 
were made to 1936 young men 
and women <d Vii^irda during 
the first two years of the \3ro^ 
gram. 

One hundred and sixty-five 
loans aggregating $88,000 have 
been repaid in full and 185 loans 
amounting to $120,000 are being 
repaid in monlhlv instalments. 
As of June 30, 1963, there had 
been no loss <mi any insured 
loan. The report refers to this 
as,»"a remarkably good record" 
but adds, "The program is still 
young and more experience will 
'be needed before a reliable esti- 
mate of future losses can be 
made." 

At June 1, 1963, 1465 bor- 
rowing students were attendii^ 
classes at State-suppwted in- 
stitutions of higher learning. Of 
these 427 were in attendance at 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute at 
Blacksburg, 1 37 were at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia at Charlottes- 
ville, 133 were at Old Dominion 
College, Norfolk, 124 were at- 
tending Virginia State College, 
Petersburg, 1 3 1 were at the Nor- 
folk Divisi(m of Vir^nia State 
Cblle^, and 114 were attending 
Richmond Professional Institute. 
Insured b(MTOwers attending 
fifteen other colleges and branch 
colleges ranged in number from 
1 to 83. 

The purpose of the Audiority 
is to help young men and women 
of Virginia who need to borrow 
funds in order to obtain a higher 
education and are willing to in- 
vest in their own future. Any 
resident of Virginia who is ac- 
cepted for enrollment as a full- 
time student or is a full-time 
student in good standiiig at a 
State-supported institution of 
higher Teaming in Virginia is 
eligible to kpii^y for a loaa at a 
participating bank. The Author- 
ity does not make loans but in- 
sures to the extent of 80% loans 
made by participating banks from 
their own funds. Authority-in- 
sured loans may be made up to 
$750 for any one academic year 
witii an overall maximum of 
$3,000 for all years. Repayments 
begin six months after gradua- 
tion or six months after the stu- 
dent leaves college, whichever 
first occurs. Interest accrues at 
4 1/1% simple interest while the 
borrower is in college and the 
charge on the instalment note 
executed after the borrower 
leaves college is 5%.

Then Dr. Coggeshall touched on a sur- 

very of scientists concerning new clinical 

regulations: "The survey cleaHy shows that 

new investigators will hesitate to enter the 

field and that some scientists rww in it 

will tend to leave. Admittedly drug testing 

will not come to a h«lt, but the t^idency to 

slow cfown the entire procwrcan be Easily 

seenJ^^ * ' 

Thus progress— progress that couW bring 
unbounded blessings to sufferers from in- 
numerable dieases and physical difficulties 
—is slowed. Could there be better evidence 
of the urgent need to avoid panic, and to 
approach prc^lems such as this scientifical- 
ly, and in an atmosphere of reason and 
understanding?

Those Empty Seats 



The problem fadng the intornational 
airlines can be simply stated — too many 
empty seats. 

The ablution proposed by Pan American 
World Airways is an eminently reasonable 
oi«-4<^^er fares. It wants to establish a 
new Wwift Cl^s service which could send 
the happy traveler from New York to Lon- 
don for $160. This is a whelping cut of 
39 per cent, or $103, from the going 
charge. A similar service would be pro- 
vided between California's gateways and 
Hawaii at a one-way far€ of $100 as com 
pared with the preswit Eccmomy Oass fare 
of $133. 

The Introducticm of over-oc»an Thrift 
Class service to Europe and Hawaii marks 
the extension of a service on which Pan 
Am has operate for seven years on routes 
to Piwto Rfrra. And this run has justified 



Pan Am's belief— the number of passengers 
carried has increased year after year ar>d 
the ^lumfe has considerably exceeded that 
of Economy and First Class. 

The service to Hawaii, according to 
plan, will go into effect next November 1 
on a daily basis. But the traveler who is 
interested in visiting Europe isn't advised 
to wait to save his $103, pleasant as that 
would be. Inasmuch as an international 
route is involved, the new fare must be 
ap^Droved by the International Air Trans- 
portation Association, to which all the gov- 
ernments involved belong. There will be 
dissension; beyond doubt. ^ is to be hoped 
our own government fhrovi/s ite influence 
behind the plan. As the SeatHe Times says, 
"Pan American should h& allowed to 
demonstrate to the world it serves that 
private enterprise c«i set the pace for a 
lowering of international air fares."

Beal had said earlier this week 
that Ae governor migM be asked 
to declare Virginia Beach a 
drought disaster area so Aat loc^ 
farmers could get com and hay 
for livestock at reduced prices 
and make use of land now m the 
soil bank. 

Out of 100 counties in Ae state, 
61 have already been declared 
disaster areas because of the dam- 
aging lack of rain. 

Most of Ae pastureland m the 
area is toumed up from the ex- 
treme heat and dry conditions 
and much of Ae hay that would 
feed livestock through Ae wmter 
has been lost. 

The 15,00^acre cora CTop is m 
jeopardy, Beal said Monday, and 
so is Ae soybean crop. 

The Cape Henry WeaAer Bu- 
rMu offered some hope for rdief 
from the dry spell with a forec^ 
of possible scattered thunder 
showers late Wednesday after- 
noon and night. 

Today will be mo^y feur, not 
as warm, wiA temperatures rang- 
ing in the 80's over the entire 
area. The outlook for Friday is 
fair and mild.

Rudee Inlet Plan Would 
Be Boon To Entire Area 



The Rud^ Inlet Authority has unveiled 
an ambitious program of developing the 
Rudee Inlet area located south of the Vir- 
ginia Iteach boardwalk. The plan is pub- 
lish^. In map and story form in this issue 
of the Sun-News. It is a very interesting 
prfl^ram and its -realization osuld mean a 
great deal to the future economic growth 
of this area. 

A marina is but one phase of the pro- 
gram as released by the Authority. The 
prc^sosed plan for Rudee Inlet envisions 
the complete development of the inlet 
area includir^ besides the marina, a high- 
level bridge over the inlet on Rudee Blvd., 
a restaurant, shof^ing center, marine 
iu^y stores and a motel. J 

me plan calls for extending the fxistlr^ 
lettjes at the moutti of Rudee Inlet to a 
length <rf at least 500 feet. The jetties 
would te ODnstructed to withstand hurri- 
cane winds, aax>rding to the plan. 



There is also the possibility that a Coast 
Guard station would be located at Rudee. 
It is understood that this move is being con- 
sidered which would mean relocating the 
present station at 24th street, 

The Sun-News enthusiastically endorsed 
the general development plan of the Rudfee 
Inlet Authority. This group of businessmen 
are to be commended for their efforts. 
They have met time and again since being 
named to the authority after its creation 
by the Virginia Genera f Assembly In 1960

One of the characteristics of a private 
enterprise— at least, the kind of private en- 
terprise which deserves public respect and 
standing— (S its spirit in the face of ad- 
versity. 

REA txpress — whose genealogy goes 
way back to the Pony Express— is an excel- 
lent case in point. Not long ago, because 
of financial and administrative problems 
of a cxsmplex nature, there was a belief 
that It was doomed to the business grave- 
yard. 

In a^itkwi to iuch problems, it has lofig 
been <tonfnonte<J with l^nfair cxsrnpetitlon 
In the small parcel field by the deficit- 
ridden, tax-subsidized parcel post system. 

But the ccwnpany did not throw in the 
towel. Inst^d it reorganized on a grand 
scale. The best in new rolling stock was 



bought. So were new freight handling ma- 
chines and devices of the most advanced 
nature. Electronic bookkeeping systems 
were installed. New centralized depots, 
which cut costs even as they speed and 
improve" service, have beetl established. 
And a revolutionary "one ticket" system of 
serving importers and exporters with 
maximum sirrtplicity w^ devised and is 
now in effecf the world around. 

The result: A rejuvenated taxpaying in- 
dustry. It still has problems— among them, 
currently, a proposal which would allow 
parcel post to rpn even larger deficits and 
thus further irnperil a private enterprise 
that has to stand on its own feet. But the 
hope is that an alert CorKfress will turn th}« 
scheme down— in the IntereBtxof justice 
and our swollen national btndget and

Tax Wolf in Sheep's Clothing 



Want to live dangerously, financially 
speaking? If so, go looking for an oil v^^lll 

Some little time ago the President of the 
Independent Petroleum Association of 
America presented compelling evidence 
before the House Committee on Ways and 
A^teans. Here's the substance of one section 
of Jt: 

On the average, there is only on^ chance 
in nine of finding any oil or gas, at a cost 
of about $^,000 for each exploratory ven- 
ture. And even when some oil or gas is 
discovered it is more apt than not to bo 
unprofitable. The odds against finding a 
profitable small field are 50 to cme— anH 
against finding a targe field, the kind that 
people dream about, they are 1,000 to 
one! 

This tremendous risk element Is of very 
real importarK:e now, in tt» light of cer- 



tain recommendations made in the Admin- 
istration's tax proposals. One would im- 
pose an additional tax of $280 million a 
year on U.S. oil and gas producers. That 
is equivalent to the funds needed to dril' 
about 5,000 wells. And such a "reductior 
in the number of wells drilled each year 
based on the average experience of the 
industry sirKe World War II, would rnear 
a*loss of 350 million barrels of oil reserve 
and 1,5 trillion cubic feet of gas reserves 
Moreover, such a drastic change in tax 
policy could have a cumulative effect, re- 
sulting in far greater reductions In drillin 
and losses in reserves. 

More rather than less exploration and 
development is essential to meet increasing 
requirements in the years ahead. The pro- 
posal amounts to a tax wolf parading ir 
sheep's clothing.

The diai^ is being made by the 
VA on the basis that the flag now 
being issued to drape the c^et 
is too laige for any funotioi»l 
use by the funMy of the deceased. 

Customarily the flags are given 
to the next-{rf-kin or cIm^ friend 
of the deceased veterm after 
they have been used to dnq>e the 
casket during (be burial service. 
However, becM^e tiieir si^ 
makes their disphor difficult in 
masy biMnest, they are often 
stored away md never used 
again. iTie VA believes that the 
fla^ would mean more to tte 
families of deceased veterans if 
they ccKild be displayed on prop- 
er occasions. The fla^ now in use 
are 5 fed by 9Vi feet; the new 
issue will be 4^ feet by 7 feet. 

Burial flap may be obtained 
at any VA field station or at any 
first cla« port office. They may 
be obtaimd for any dece^ed per- 
son of any of tiie following 3 
classifications: (1) a veteran of 
any war; (2) a peacetime veteran 
who had served at leai^ one en- 
listment; (3) a veteran who had 
been discharged or release from 
active duty for a disabil^ in- 
curred in line of duty.

VIRIGINIA BEACH — The nw: 
riha develc^nent at iRudee Inlet 
is planned to be much more than 
a first rate harbor for fishing and 
{deaaire boats. In addition to ovot 
100 berths for veaSels of varying 
6ize, ^ proj«:t is intended to in- 
clude a motel, a topping center, 
boat supply stores, a i^^urant 
and other facilities. 

Itw location of a Coast Guard 
st^on at the site k 4>eing oofMid- 
ered. 

Plans lor the^iuarina and its 
sttpporting fociliUes are outlined 
in a feasibility ^dy made for 
the Hudee ^ilet Autliority by 
Lan^y and (MdDonald, con^lt- 
Ing engineers. 

Tt» fUidee Inlet Authority wu 
created m March 1*960 by the 
O^ieral Assembly, 'having as its 
objective the establishment of • 
nudi craft haiAxM* at Q» inlet.

A high level bridge is planned 
to replace the existing low clear- 
ance bridge which now spans the 
inlet at Rudee Boulevard, Such a 
high level bridge would be nec- 
essary to aQow larger boats access 
to the harbor faciliities. 

Tlie pr<^x»ed bridge would 
provitte a 16-foot vertical clear- 
ance above mean high water. A 
horizontid clearance of 70 feet 
would be provided through the 
middle span of the bridge. 

According to the feasibility 
study, a survey of aU pleaaire 
vessels in the lower Chesapeake 
Bay area has shown that 92% of 
the vessels wiU pass under a fif- 
toen-foot vertk»l clearance. 

The survey was ibased on

Since the severest storms ap- 
proach from a Northea^erly di- 
rection, the North jetty would be 
built around a stone core and be 
capped with stone weighing seven 
to ten tons. 

The jetties would be designed 
to withstand the forces generated 
by the waves accompanying hur- 
ricane winds and of hurricane 
duration or of a prolonged north- 
east storm.

The feasibility study anticipates 
the necessity of periodic dredging 
to keep the channel open. 

Navigation lights would 'be in- 
stalled at the end of each jetty 
to mark the channef entrance, as 
required by the Coast Guard. 

It is estimated that vessels

utilizing the marina will save one- 
and-a-half hours of water travel 
to reach the trolling waters of the 
Gulf Stream. 

The harbor is expected to pro- 
vide an excellent layover spot for 
yachtsmen travelling between the 
northern states and Florida. Com- 
bined with plans for a proposed 
system of navigable canals, the 
marina would be convenient to 
boats using the inland waterway. 
. Due to the close proximity of 
the ocean, it is expected that 
some 'larger crafit will use the 
marina. The mooring slips for 
charter boats will be grouped 
together since their function dif- 
fers somewhat from the usual 
policy of marinas. 

The construction of the marina 
itself would ibe of creosoted tim- 
ber with the exception of the 
deck. Electricity and water would

COAST GUARD STATION MAY RELOCATE

VIRGINIA BEACH— The long-familiar life-saving station at 
25th Street and Oceanfront may find a new home after 85 years 
with the opening of the Rudee Inlet Marina project since the 
Coast Gimrd has requested land and dockage space in the planned 
facility. 

Built in 1878, the station was the first building in the wilder- 
ness that was to become Virginia Beach. It was called Seatack in its 
earliest days and Ihe first citizens of this now-thriving resort were 
the men who manned the station and their families. They all resided 
in or arcHind the building that still stands. 

Its history is filled with tragedy, excitement and joy and 
within its walls have echoed the wails of the bereaved, the whimpers 
of the injured and die cheers of the rescued. 

Tk men who have mafaitaiRed the station throu^out the 
vMTs have eqmienced some anfoiv^table, hair-raising events. 
Tbev have foq^ valiantiv and tirelessly to save the crews- of 
strick^ >hi|», WBetines in vain but More c^ea wifli success. 
As Ae years have rolled over the impressive white. 2-story 
building, thousands of ships have sailed uneventfully off-shore. 
But there haw been many stricken vessels to flounder in the re- 
lentless Atlantic Ocean, their only hooe for survival resting with 
die mm and equi{Hnent of the Coast Guard Nation. 

I^rhaps the m<Kt memorable event was the tragic sinking of 
the Norwegian bark. Dictator, which sank off Virginia Beach dur- 
ing a rtorm in March of 1891. < 

Throu^ the asststaiK« cA Coast Guanlsmen and other resi- 
foHf crewmoi rad the ca]Hais wore rescued Jtnm die 1,114- 



ton sailing vessel. But a seaman and the captain's wife and small 
child perished in the violent surf. 

The 9-foot Norwegian Lady statue, a gift from the citians of 
Moss .Norway, the Dictator's homeport, now stands overlooking 
the ocean at 25th Street as a reminder of that fateful day. 

Many such events have made the station invaluable and it 
has become, not only a landmark to residents and tourists, but a 
symbol of security to those who travel the waters atong the city's 
coastline. 

Sailing Ships Gone 
But the days of sailing ships have passed and the duties (rf 
the life-saving station, though equally important today as in that 
by-gone era, have undergone many changes. Its main function 
today is protection for smaller craft and even this service has s^ 
drastic changes in the past 1 5 years. 

Because of this the Coast Guard has reqaested flirt land 
and dockage space in the Rudee Inlet project be provided so that 
tfiey may moore several 40-foot rescue vessels in flie harbor. The 
Rud^ Inlet Aotfaority Commi^lon has said, in its feanbiUty 
stody, that it would provide housing and office space to aMom- 
modate personnel manning this shition. 

In exchange for this the Coast Guard will turn over the Little 
Island statk)n, just south of Sandbridge, and the Virginia Beach 
station to the Authority. What will happen to the in-operty then 
has not been determined. 

Old-imers might feel that retocation of these statkwis wiH 
bring an end to an era. Perhaps they are right but the C^^st Guard 
will continue to functimi as k always has . . . coming to die aid 
of stricken v^seis.

While 
housing for die future is not a 
matter that can be isolated from 
micfa other problems as, for ex- 
sateplt, mass transport, the hous- 
ii^ industry has a clear picture 
of its goals. 

As iK)ted by W. Evans BiKh- 
anan, we will need a minimum of 
16 millnn new housing units to 
take care of the needs of our 
pt^ulation in the. 19<W to 1970 
period. 

By any yardstick, the produc- 
tion of 16 mllion homes is a vast 
undertaking. Studies trf popula- 
tion trends make it clear these 
16 million h<Hnes must' \x built 
as close to metropolitan areas as 
possible. For our country has 
become an urijan nation — and 
future growth will virtually ^1 
take place in urban areas. 

To provide for the housing 



needs of dils decade, we will 
have to develop mote Aan four 
millim acres of laikl into new 
communities. For the -most part, 
they will be new suburtw, stretch- 
ing further and further from 
what we havte known in the [^ 
M cities. 

Production cl 16 million new 
homes will require new inwst- 
ment capital on the ordw of $150 
billion. This will boost mortage 
inve^ment to well above the 
$300 billion mark. 

The volume of new hwne pro- 
duction will provide approxi- 
mately 40 million man years erf 
employment and a market for 
$125 billion wordi of construc- 
tion materials alone. This will 
give a tremendous push to the 
national eccwiomy and the com- 
pleted homes will add close to 
$200 billion and perhaps $250 
billion to our national wealth. 

Today, we have ab^ut 57 mil- 
lion dwelling units in this coun- 
try. But in the present decade, 
it is anticipated that some 10 
milliwi new households will be 
formed. In addition to meeting

, their needs, many cf our pmeM. 
housing units are due for re- 
placemem. We have rtjout 11 
million substandard units that 
will have to be withdrawn from 
the market. In addi^on, five mil- 
lion housing units are classifled 
as deteriorating and, unless re- 
modeled, should be replaced. 

Other hcwnes are being re- 
moved as a result of urban re- 
newal projects, highway pro- 
grams, or lot similar causes. As 
of now, scwne 150,000 families 
have been displaced by urban 
renewal and the number will 
grow as the program reaches full 
peak. 

Virtually all of the increases 
in new households during this 
decade will come in the under 
30 or over 50 age bracket. This 
is one of the reasons behind the 
recent increase in apartment 
house construction. However, it 
is also true that many newly 
married couples are buying 
homes of their own — in contrast 
to a generatiim ago when the 
purchase of a. home was some- 
thing postponed until much later 
in life. 

There are many reasons why 
young couples are starting their 
married lives in homes of their 
own. These include favorable 
mortgage terms, the availability 
of credit and governmental aids, 
such as tax deductions for inter- 
est on the mortgage. But prob- 
ably the biggest reason is general 
recognition that the purchase of 
a home is a sound investment 
that lays off financiallv and in 

the amenities of better living.

Since the tent you camp in — 
your hcmve away from home — 
may determine whether your 
trm is an enjoyable one to be 
foAowed by many others, you 
should foltow some pointers in 
selectii^ your tent. Here are 
some tips gathered by the Na- 
tional C(«ton Council frcm tent 
makers and veteran campers 
tiiroughout the country. 

First, consider the sLk oI ypitf 
party ^d th^ ^m^m cl room 
you'll nfied fc>f sJfepio^ fttoring 
^ar, &ni fot family gaUipiiD^. 
Da:ide whether you're gouig to 
camp long in one spol, or change 
campsites frequently. If the lat- 
ter, look for a r^tively MM- 
weight tent that is easy to fMtdi 
and take down. 

ConstructioB feati^res to look 

for in a tent are: double-stitched, 
lapfelled seams; reio^uced grom- 
ments aiKl ppiiHs of strain; fvili 
storm flaps on windows, acces- 
sible from the inside; sewn-ia 
flows, and zif^red or snapped 
door sills. < 

Qaxx you've listed your teirt 
needs and coping plans, you^U 
do well to have at least a speak- 
ing knowledge of tent fabrics and 
styles. 

In buyi^ ycw'll have a ^m^ 
of tepting fawkss. Al»irt nine (^% 
of every 10 tents sold are ros^ 
from a groiu) d cotton f^bri^ 
generally r^rr^ to as "can- 
vass". They iiwlwle duck, drill, 
twill, and pofMin. 

Her^ are thumbnail de^ttk>% 
to help you recf^nize each of 
tfiem: 

Duc^ — A jte^vy, flat- woven 
fabric ^ ex^pti(uial str^gth and 
durability, w^^ing eidit to 15 
ounces per s^uar« vara. 

Drill «&' Twill— Strong fabrics 
distinguished by diagonal or 
slantmg lines in the weave. They 
are quite similar in aixKarsnce, 
but (irill is generally 9 bit l^ter, 
weighing about seven ounces per 
square yard. 

Poplin — A tightly woven fabric 
characterized by its light weight, 
smcmdi texture, and flexibiHtv. It 
is long wearing and is used in 
tugh-quality tents. 

CotUMi is favored for tents be- 
cause the fabric,"breathes," per- 
mitting air to circulate freely 
throughout. Other fabrics seal 
out the outside air and have a 
tendency to sweat from accumu- 
lated moisture. 

There's variety in styles, iust 
as in fabrics. Attracting consider- 
able attention this season is a 
collection ot unusual ropeless, 



polel^ss, and stakeless tent that 
are suspended frwn an exterior 
metal framework. They can be 
eret^ed in a matter of minutes, 
bring hui^ onto the frame with 
elastic cords tiiat adjust auto- 
matically to changes due to aging, 
shrinkiM and winds. They end 
forever me necessity of climbing 
inside the tent to ^ect it. 

The suspension design is being 
used for ahmist every type of tent 
available — umbrella, wall, and 
speciality style. 

Th9 umbrella tent, rfscognized 
by its small room and high sloi>- 
ii^ sides, vs proti«»b^ tfie most 
popular fiunily style. It is easy 
to pitci^ requires comparatively 
small area of groui^ room, aJid is 
icteal for touring v^>atioos. An 
old stendby is the wall tent, gocxi 
for long vaoations in one spot. 
It has a long sloping ro^ and 
low ^'alls, although s<Mne varia- 
tions, called bui^alow or cottage 
tents, have high w^s that pro- 
vide more headnxmi. 

Specialty tents cover a wide 
polle(4ion of canv^ shelters. 
They range from two-man pup 
te«s 4 s^les used in combina- 
tion with the family auto, to han- 
dy two-wheel camping traileVs.

Never store your 
tent wlien it's wet, check it Mter 



every trip for r^its and tears, and 
make certain it's clean b^re it 
is put away. 

If you tak9 good care of your 
tent, it'll tiUte good care of you. 
Then all youll have to do is re- 
lax, luve fun, and savtv the 
b^uti^ that <»ily nature can 
provide.

"I saw there was no way for me to keep the 
house any kmger," she said. "So I went to an 
aperieiK^ reid-estate man — bis family has been 
IB the bunDess in Nyack for ^nerations— and 
ariced him to ai^muse it He went all through it 
and all ova the groimds, and when he finished, he 
sakl, 'I can^ appraise this— there's nothing like 
k on the market any more. You'd only sell it the 
way it Is if somebody crazy comes along.' 

^'Uke Qiarik and me," said Miss Hayel, sud- 
denly beaming. 

Her httriMid, win <fied in 1956, was Charles 
MtKArthttf, die playwright, and Ik had grown up 
ia and anmnd Nyack where his father had been a 
lay preaciwr. At 33, he was already <»-author 
with Bea Hecht of a Broadway hit, "The Front 
^»gt" while Helen Hayes was a very young but 
ntablished ^ar in the brilliani theatre of the '20s 
»d, in the' w»ds of Bo<Hh Tarkington, "one of 
*e few peifect thinp one sees in a lifetime." They 
net at a i»rty, ami it is a well-known fact that when 
Chartes MacArthuf passed her the peanuU he 
addtti, "and I wish they were emeralds." 

After tii^ were nui^rt^ he began bringing his 
bride back to the scenes of his boyhood in Nyack 
and that was Itow th^ fim^y found their house. 

•We used to tal» the Tarrytown ferry over on 



Sundays," Miss Hayes sakl. "Charlie had so many 
usoctatkms here — swimming in the river in sum- 
mer (you couki tittn) and exploring Hook Moun- 
tain and gettii^ coms and chunks ot milk cImco- 
hOe at Scbuldc's womlerful ice-cream parlor." 

Perhaps it did sMm a little cnu^ to some peo- 
1^ for a very sucKssful and busy young actress 
and playwright to move 35 mUes up the Hudson 
uid wttte Uiemselves in the rambling dd hou& 
under die hemlocks, which their friends immedi- 
Mel^ cdted "Pretty Penny" because even in those 
days it COM a pretty penny to Iniy and l^p up. 

But like so many others, the Mi^rthurs moved 
to the suburbs especially tecause of their children. 
In Nyack their daughter and son went to the local 
schod and picnid^ on the Hook and had their 
first unsteady thrilling mon^nts on rdler skates 
and grew up freely and naturally in a way that is 
very unusual for most theatre children. For their 
salws alone, "Pretty Penny" must have been worth 
it in their parents' leyes. . 

Having (MKX decitted to put the house on the 
market. Miss Hayes is now going methodically 
ahead with the business of sorting and assembling 
die contents. On October 10th, 1963, the greater 
part of the romantic furnishings will be sold at 
auction in Nyack and proceeds will be sent to the 
Anwiican Academy of Dramatic Arts for a schol- 
ar^lp fund in memory of her daughter Mary, who 
was already beginning her own theatrical career 
when she died of polio in 1949, at the age of 19.

"I d(Hi't know why I picked the 10th. It hap- 
pens to be my birthday." Miss Hayes shn^ed. 
"There are so many things to think about and so 
much to be done^ — when tlKy asked me to set a 
date for the auction, the 10th seemed as good a 
day as any. I'm not going to be tl^re, though. That 
would be a littie too much. Wl^n I leave Ny^k, 
I'm going down to Mexico for a while — ^and after 
that I'll make some new plans." 

F(tf half her life she has been a resident of 
Rockland County, and typically she has lived there 
actively, enjoying nei^boriy amusements like the 
Painting and Dipping Society and taking her part, 
like any other Nyacker, in the town^s affairs. She 
has campaigned with the League of Women V(^rs 
and for many years has served on the Board of 
Visitors of the Hospital for Rehabilitation at near- 
ly Haverstraw. When plans were made to reopen 
a flamboyant okl movie theatre for summer stock. 
Miss Hayes lent support. "Uve theatre is ^)od for 



a town," she said. "Ours is flourishi^ now." 

From coi^hing a play for her daughter's Girl 
Sc(Wt tftx^, to opening a h(Kpital fair, she has 
never been too fnisy for local affairs. 

"I think by and by I'm going to find a little place 
and come back," she said. "A little pl»% on the 
river. But In the meantime — "and again the sud- 
den smile brokt through the serious talk, "in the 
meantime this will be nsy only home." She patted 
a trunk that was standing in the hall covered with 
labels from her recent European tour with the 
American National Theatre and Academy. On oik 
end the name Helen Hayes was printed in big 
black letter^ on a white band, and underneath an 
admiring stranger had written, "with love." 

When dK furnishings of "Pretty Penny" are 
aiwtiomd, there is one small item that will not be 
in the cata^ue. It's a sampler with the words 
"Family Register" carefully worked in green silk, 
and underneath are the names and birth dates of 
Charies MacArthur, Heten Hayes MacArthur, 
Mary MacArthur, and James Gordon MacArthur. 
For decoration, there is a likeness of "Pretty Pen- 
ny" in very fine stitches in the' same green silk and 
a te^nd, "East or West, Home Is Best." It is hard 
to see how "Home" could have been Yappiet when 
all the MacArthurs were there together. 

"I've finished with the attic now," Miss Hayes 
said. "There were so many things up there, things 
I hadn't seen for years. Most of die tune I get on 
with the business quite efficiently, bnit every 
now and then I run into something that stops me. 
There was a packet of letters I'd written to Chariic 
when we were en^ged, for instance. I hadn't seen 
them from that day to this. I didn't even know 1m 
had kept them. 

" You never saw anyone so joyfully, completely 
in love as the girl who wrote those letters." Site 
flung her arms wide as she spoke. "I could only 
read one or two. It's not that they made me sad, 
you understand. It's just poignant." 

As of this writing, "Pretty Penny" is on the mar- 
ket, and for Helen Hayes the last summer days 
there will be overfilied with decisions and memo- 
ries and hard work and those sudden self-preserv- 
ing flashes of humor. As she anys, it's not sad, 
just poignant — from pungere, meaning "to stab."

MOTIVATION 
WANT TO LOSE

Many years ago il iras coiti- 
radn to hear mollw^ oomptain 
tlwy "just can't tetten that child 
up. Today the problem is a 
different one, ai^ tlw rsal nu- 
trittonal difficulty in tfie United 
&ates is overweight. 

More than 20 per cent of our 
fxjpulation is obese or bordering 
on rt>wity. It is easy to under- 
stand why. We have an almost 
unlimited food supply and an in- 
dividual, income level which per- 
mits food purchase and consump- 
tion far above our t^isic needs. 
Statisticians tiell us we Americans 
spef^ only about 20 per cent of 
our income on individual food 
requirements and still get far 
more Aan other countries where 
50 per ant and more of a per- 
son's income is needed to satisfy 
basic food needs. 

As a result, perhaps every 
fanuly in America includes some 
person who is trying to lose or 
control weight. Unless all the 
family is conscious <rf and help- 
ful toward this person's diet 
needs, the patient wily is tempted 
to break the rules. 

On tfie otilwr hami, it hardly 
is fair for the entire family to 
go on a weight reduction diet 
simply becalise one member 
needs to lose weight. 

There is no easy arewer. One 
essential for the hefty one is to 
obtain mcrtivation for losing 
weight. Most physicians will pro- 
vide an effective weig|it reduc- 
tion pK^ram of limited caloric 
intake, adequate exercise, and 
probably medication to help de- 
press a^upk^ita. But, the patient 
has to do most of the job himself. 

There are three basic factors 
in developing the proper motiva- 
tion to lose weight. 

1. Sincerity. The patient and 
physician must both believe in 
the Med for the patient to lose 
weight.

A svmpathetic family is 
a big help, but the physician who 
is supervising the wei^t loss is 
essential in maintaining not only 
a watch over the j»tieffl^s health, 
but also a consistent reminder df 
what needs to te donft 

There is no such ttjng as a 
diet or weight losing schedule 
which fits everyone. Each weight 
reductbn case n an miividual 
one, and unless only a very few 
pounds, 10 or less, n^ be lost, 
wei|;ht reductions schedules al- 
ways should be carried out un- 
(ter medical supervisiwt

A pair of cbnunoti f^rs to 
remove cotter pins <« tab locks. 

A small ad^uM^le wrrach suit- 
able for use on fuel Une tMa^ 
mid for ti^itenli^ loose bolts. 

A roll of electrician's tape for 
emergency wiring repaii^. 

In addition to these iooia, I 
would biggest a spare set of 
spark plugs, pre - gapped to 
t^ nuomfacturer's recommended 
electrode opening. 

Mo^ plugs are sdd w^ the 
electrodes spaced at .030" or 
more. The gaps shotMd be adjust- 
ed to the motor manufacturer's 
specification. 

A can of lighter fluid will senw 
double duty to refuel your ligbtir 
and to give you an exceHent de- 
gunaming fluid for cleaning 
fouled i^»rk plu^. 

If the lower unit of your motor 
is equipped with shear pins, be 
sure to carry a ^pare ^i^y.

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Confounding The Enemy 



The electric industry goes quietly ahead 
confounding the enemy — namely the 
socialized power forces— and demonstrat- 
ing witfi ever-Increasing authority that it 
can meet all this nation's needs, whatever 
the size or kind of project. 

Take, for instance, a recent decision of 
the Arkansas Public Strvice Commission. 
This authorizes the Arkansas Power & 
■light Company to proceed with the con- 
struction of transmission facilities for a 
previously announced power exchange be- 
tween 1 1 South Central private electric 
companies and the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority. It is thought to be the largest sched- 
uled power exchange ever to take place 
between electric systems in this country. 
Basically, tfie agreement provides for the 
1 1 companies to generate electricity for 
delivery to TVA in the winter, the jnonths 



of its heaviest power demands, and for 
TVA to return a like amount during the 
summer, the peak-load months for the 
private companies. One of the world's larg- 
est extra-high-voltage transmission systems 
will be built, at a cost of some $43 million. 
Change the dollar amounts and change 
the locale, and you have similar situations 
everywhere in the country where the in- 
vestor-owned electric companies are al- 
lowed to do needed jobs— and they pay 
huge sums in taxes fdr that privilege. 
Whether it be transmission lines or plants 
generating power from water, coal, oil or 
nuclear energy, the story is basically the 
same. Socialized power, actually, is an- 
achronistic — whatever economic excuse 
there may have been for it once, has long 
since gone. And gone too is any justifica- 
tion for squandering the taxpayers' money 
on it. 



Newspapers Are Top 



Television, like radio before It but to a 
far greater degree, has brought about 
major changes in the advertising picture. 
ft has been an aggressive competitor with 
t4\e other media, and its appetite for the 
advertising dollar, with the ccwtof produc- 
ing even Grade B programs running to 
comparatively astronomical sums, seems 
insatiable. 

But the power of the written word still 
gets top re<x>gnltion. 

An announcement from Sears, Roebuck 
and Oampany will Interest those who like 
to read as weH as to stare. It expects to 
spend more than $60 million for news- 
paper advertising this year. Last year the 
figure was $58 million, which represented 
71.2 per cent of Sears' total retail media 
expense. The balan(» went to advertising 



through circulars, magazines, radio and 
television, and other media. 

A spokesman tells the story: "This is 
tangible evidence of our continuing faith 
in the potency of newspaper advertising. 
From the day Sears opened its first retail 
store, the company has made greater and 
greater use of newspapers. It Is obvious 
that Sears store managers continue to re- 
gard the newspaper as their major medium 
for more than historical reasons. Their eval- 
uation is based on the day-to-day results 
in their stores." 

Television advertising Is a cat(;h-as-catch- 
can affair— you have to be looking at the 
set at the moment and it's gone in an in- 
stant. Print is durable and the prospective 
buyer can scan and consider it at his leisure.

HEART DEATHS DECLINE 
IN STATE AND NATION 



Big Brother Government! 



An article In Time deals with the trenrien- 
dous— and, in a sense, frightening— im- 
pact government projects and spending 
have on industrial research, as a result of 
Ihe defense program and all its related 
j3roj«:ts. 

Ten years ago, says Tinr^e, U.S. business 
fifwnced two-thirds of the nation's re- 
s^rch; now Government is responsible for 
fwd-thirds. 

Unless Infinite care Is taken to prevent 
government becoming the dominant Big 



Brother of American industry, we will have 
a nation which is appallingly different 
from that we |tave known. Individual rights 
and status will be steadily lost in a vast 
material and power complex before which 
we will be helpless. 

Oovernnrient defense spending — for 
research or anything else— is not going to 
decline. It will probably rise. So tfie urgent 
task ahead is to control it, and to success- 
fully achieve the difficult task of keeping 
It squarely within the framework of a free 
nation based upon individual liberty. 
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^.Siace lfiSt^:Se^l«t«£^ rate 
from diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels in Virginia and 
throughout the United States has 
dropped approximately six per 
cent among men from 45 to 65 
years of age. 

This drop arises from two 
major changes occurring within 
the group of heart and blood 
vessel diseases: a 44 per cent 
drop in the death rate from high 
blood pressure and related heart 
diseases, and a 22 per cent drop 
in deatfis from strokes. 

Together, the decreases in the 
death rate from strokes and 
hypertension have been sufficient 
to produce a 6 per cent decrease 
in the total cardiovascular (heart 
and blood vessel) disease death 
rate, even though the death rate 
from heart attacks and other 
forms of arteriosclerosis (hard- 
ening of the arteries) rose sU^- 
ly during this period. 

This is hopeful news. 

For many years, the death rate 
from cardiovascular diseases 
among men ^ed 45 to 64 had 
been creeping upward in the 
United States, in discouraging 
contrast with the steadily declin- 
ing rate among women of the 
same age. The- overall 6 per cent 
is the first relatively sustained 
improvement we have seen. 

In this age group we find a 
man in the prime of his life, a 
family breadwinner, who is at the 
very heart of our national effort 
in all fields of endeavor. 

Although significant inroads 
have mM yet been made against 
the tpU Taken by arteriosclerotic 
heart disease, the improvement 
with respect to strokes and hy- 
pertensicMi suggests that the goal 
is within the realm of possibility. 

It would seem that perhaps the 
decreasing mortality from strokes 
and hypertension means we are 
shifting deaths into the arterios- 
clerc^ic cat^ory or post-poning 
them to l^cr years. But the 
figures show a decrease in mor- 
tality rates for strokes and-hyper- 
tension even in the succeedii^ 
decade, 65 to 74. And every 
year pined counts. The total 
picture for the man in the prime 
of life has become brighter. 

The period in which the 
brightening of this picture oc- 
curred overlaps with the "mount- 
ing of a mudh greater offensive 
against the cardiovascular di- 
seases by the American Heart 
Association and the National 
Heart Institute, botfi of which 
emerged on the national scene in 
1948. The Tidewater Heart As- 
sociation is affiliated with Vir- 
ginia Heart Association and 
American Heart Association, and 
has contributed much toward this 
progress. Tidewater Heart Asso- 
ciation was formed in 1952. 

The start <rf the 1950's marked 
the b^inning of an energetic 
program which has produced 
many concrete advances in 
diagnosis and treatment from 
which heart patients have bene- 
fited. The Heart Association's 
intensive educatuMial program 
since 1952 has drasticirfly al- 
tered the fatalism with which the 
general public used to view heart 
attacks and strokes. 

People are seeking medical 
advice earlier; rehabilitation is 
far more ^^^tically pursued. 
Physicians are better informed. 
And many rtJmmunity services 
exist to assist tte patiem and his 
family, whkh were unknown 



prior to the 1950's. 

The 1950's also overlap with 
great improvement in the control 
of high blood pressure through 
drugs and oUier means. Modem 
drug therapy for this condition 
dates in this country from about 
1950. • 

Treatment has improved also 
with respect to other forms of 
cardiovascular disease, such as 
congestive heart failure. Sui^ery 
that restores the circulation in 
arteriosclerotic arteries has bene- 
fited thousands and in the case 
of surgery on the arteries supply- 
ing the brain has helped to ward 
off at least some strokes. Surgery 
to correct rheumatic heart di- 
sease or inborn anomalies is 
probably less significant among 
the men in this age group than 
among yoimg children or adults, 
but it too has played a part. 

Do strokes have a future? We 
cannot yet say they are headed 
for extinction, but the trend is 
in our favor.

Your Social 
Security 

You wouldn't have thought the 

Social Security Administration 
was in the plirmblng business, 
would you? Yet it almost seemed 
so to John Henry Wilson, a long- 
time Virginia Beach resident. 

Mr. Wilson and his wife, Dor- 
othy, recently applied for Social 
&curity benefits and received 
their first check, for $1482.00, 
which included the retroactive 
benefits due ttiem. Mr. Wilson 
said he pllins to use some of the 
money to install plumbing facili- 
ties which are now required by 
the City of Virginia Beach Hous- 
ing Cwie. He didn't need these 
facilities before this year, but 
when Princess Anne County and 
the old City of Virginia Beach 
merged, the new Housing Code 
made the chants mandatory. Mr. 
Wilson said his social security 
check came just in time. 

The story could have been hap- 
pier, thou^, because the Wilsons 
missed out on three checks they 
could have gotten if he had ap- 
plied at age 72. Social Security 
benefits can be paid starting at 
age 72 regardless of earnings 
after that date. 

Mr. Wilson's name was first 
brought to the attention of the 
Norfolk Social Security District 
Office by the Virginia Employ- 
ment Commission. He owns a re- 
tail ice business, selling block i(x 
to residents of Virginia Beach 
from his truck. He was sent sev- 
eral letters asking him to call at 
the K>cial security office to dis- 
cuss his eligibili^ for benefits. 
When no word was received, his 
ca^ was referred to Mr. Ivan J. 
Wanless, Jr., Field Representative 
for the office. 

Mr. Wanless hurried out to see 
Mr. Wilson because it was the 
last day of the nynth, and if the 
appticalion was not fUed before 
midnight, Mr. Wilson and his 
wife would lose an additional 
check. 

Mr. Wilson was at work when 
the representative arrived, but 
Mrs. Wilson was there and she 
signed her own application for 
benefits as a wife. A telephone 
call to the ice house did not lo- 
cate Mr. Wilson, so another call 
was made, to his daughter who 
rides home from work with him. 
She said she would have Mr. Wil- 
son wait at the ice towise until 
Mr. Wanless arrived. 

Mr. Wanless jumped in his car 
and started to tback out of the 
yard, when his wheels began 
slipping in the soft earth. He had 
parked his car directly over the 
septic tank. 

With the hd'p of neighbors, tfie 
car was jacked up; boards put 
under the wheels and the car was 
freed. K was n^w- 5:00 o'clock 
and the representative hurried 
downtown, hoping Mr. Wilson 
had waited. 1 

Mr. Wilson w^s still waiting at 
the ice house and quickly signed 
his application when his eligilSl- 
ity was explained to him. 

He explained that he had not 
replied to the letters because a 
friend told him that his earning 
were too high to permit paymei^ 
of benefits. He said he would teU 
dl of his friends to go to the 
&>cial Security Office M 220 W.

Virginia Sixth 
Among Turltey 
Producing Areas 



Virginia remains the sixth tur- 
key-producing sitate in the na- 
ti(ni, and is in first place east of 
the Mississippi River. The Old 
Dominion held these positions 
in 1961-62 and current indica- 
tions point to the same for 1963. 

Projected figures for the first 
ten months of 1963 indicate that 
there will be 22 per cent more 
turkeys in Virginia this year than 
last. Nationally the statistics in- 
dicate a 1 per cent increase. 

Five states, all from the 
Middle and far West, surpassed 
Virginia in gobbler production in 
1962. In order of volume, they 
are California, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Texas. 

In 1955 Virginia was ranked 
third as a turkey producer. The 
state dropped to fourth place 
during 1959-60. 

The decrease in production of 
the big birds in the Old Do- 
minion has been due. principally, 
to the cost of feed shipped to the 
state from the Middle West. 
Turkeys grown in the Middle and 
far West could be produced and 
shipped to eastern points more 
economically than in Virginia. 

The Virginia Department of 
Agriculture and other agencies 
have been trying to correct the 
inequity in fe^ grain prices 
through lowered grain freight 
rates. . , 

While Virginia's production 
has decreased, the quality of the 
turkev crop has steadily increas- 
ed. The Virginia product now is 
recognized by the consumer for 
its better taste, more meat per 
pound, and superior appearance. 

During July, August, and Sep- 
tember the Virginia Turkey As- 
sociation joins the National Tur- 
key Federation in promoting the 
big bird as an "all-vear-round 
favorite meat dish.'" Cut-up 
parts, convenience packs, and 
family-size turkey roasts are 
gaining consumer acceptance. 

Last year an estimated 150 
million pounds of turkey were 
marketed nationally in some 
form other than as whole birds.

Manufacturers 
Get Numbers 

N0R1iX)LK— standard idenUfi- 
(ration numbers are irow being 
assigned to all manufacturers in 
the Tidewater area by Dun & 
Bradstreet, the business informa- 
tion agency, as part of a new 
nationwide program which will 
eventually identify ewiy (business 
in the country for electronic data 
processing purposes. Richard E. 
Wagner, Dun & Bradstreet, Nor- 
folk District Manager, states that 
the issuance ol these seven-digit 
identifia^on nun^rs is the first 
step in ei^blishing what wiU be 
known as the Data Universal 
Numberii^ Syston. The numbers 
will be referred to generally as 
D-U^N-S numbers. This is seen as 
a step toward e^blishing a com- 
mon numeric lan^iage between 
computer systems. 

With a D-U^-S number, each 
business will be guaranteed sing- 
ular identification. Difficulties 
arising 'from different compani^ 
having similar rames, operations 
or locations, wiH be eliminated. 
Other concerns with whom they 
do business will be able to use 
the D-U-N-S numbers in their 
completers for automated account^ 
ing operations. Increased accur- 
acy and speedier handling of pa- 
perwork will result. 

Wagner reported that many of 
the nation's larger retailers are 
planning to utilize this numbering 
system initially for electronic pro- 
cessing of their accounts payable 
beginning early in 1964. Manufac- 
turere should arrange to print 
their D4J-N-S numbers on their 
invoices as an aid to their cus- 
tomers. Manufactiu-ers with more 
than one billing location wiU be 
assigned a number for each sudi 
point. 

While D&B will assign num- 
bers to aH manufacturers, those 
wanting their number immediate- 
ly may contact any of D&B's 138 
offices in major U. S. cities for 
immediate service. There is no 
charge for t}»se nunAers. 

Human errors such as trans- 
position of digits in the numbers 
will be eliminated by the inclu- 
sion of a "built-in check digit" 
which will verify the accuracy 
and sequence of the remainder <rf 
the number. Data processing 
equipment will automatically re- 
ject incorrect numbers. The num- 
bering system is compatible with 
all such electronic equipment ir- 
respective of trade name or man- 
ufacturer.

- A total of 196 Virginia Beach 
farmers volunteered to become 
j»rtners wJth Uncle Sam last year 
in conservation work on iheir 
farm, aewwding to Norman T. 
Beal, county i office manager of 
the AgrlcuJtural Stabilization and 
Conservation office. 

"That's ihe number of famu 
that took part in the Agricultural 
Conservation Program (ACP)," he 
said. "TheM farmers have re- 
ceived $22,927.00 In federal cost- 
shares for con«rvatlon work on 
the farm." » 

The A^ office is now ac««pt- 
ing applications for cast-shares on 
lime, cover crops and pasture to 
be/put in this fall. The signup will 
run through this Friday, August 
16. In 1962 the ASC county com- 
mittee processed 74 purchase or- 
dere totaling $2984.00. 

"Th«e payments were made 
directly to vaidors— dej^rs who 
sell fertili^r, lime and grass seed 
so this money helps our local 
eoon<Hny," Beal said. He pointed 
out that the government ^are is 
only part of ithe total cost. The 
iatmer «!«> stands half of ti^ 
oo^, pulting up cash, Ishoir ma- 
terials or oquipnient.

"Whenever you see one ttere's a 
sound reason for its prraence, and 
it's to your advantage to obey it." 
Chief Johnson emphasized that 
traffic signs, signals and pave- 
ment markings for both motorisrts 
and pedestrians should be given 
the same obedience accorded a 
traffic officer. 

He advised motorists to l^rn 
the Signs of Life by shape so that 
they may be recognized on sight. 
Due to recent revisions in the 
Manual on Uniform Traffic Con- 
trol Devices, he said, vacattoning 
motorists may see signs of un- 
familiar shape and color. 

The manual now recommends 
that, the octagonal stop sign be 
red instead of yellow. It also rec- 
ommends the use of a Yield (Right 
of Way sign, triangular in shape 
and yellow in color. This brings 
the number of basic sign *apes 
to six. Chief Johnson listed them 
as follows: 

1. EIGHT-Sn)ED, yellow or 
red. This sign means STOP — one 
message, one requirement — ^never 
anything else. 

2. DIAMOND, yellow. This sign 
indicates danger ahead, carries 
such messages as Slow, School, 
Narrow Bridge, Men Working, or 
the directional symbols describing 
curves, intersections, side roads, 
etc. It means slow down, stay 
alert. 

3. RECTANGULAR, white. 
Tells of speed limits, marks no 
passing zones, gives other regu- 
latory information such as park- 
ing rules. Obey its message. 

4. TRIANGULAR, yellow. This 
sign is the Yield Right of Way."ft^> 
teUs the motorist to defer to the 
driver on the intersecting street. 
However, he need not come to a 
full stop except when nece^ary 
to avoid traffic on the intersect- 
ing street. 

5. ROUND, yellow sign warns 
of a highway-railroad intersection 
300 to 500 feet ahead. This sign 
calls for reduced ^)eed and extra 
caution, so the driver can make, 
sure 
drives across the tracks, 

6. R A I L ROAD OROSSBUCK 
marks the interaction of highway 
and railway. Cross only wbeai ihe 
Dray is clear.

" Coirlcidentally, or call It what you will, 
just at the time we received this letter street 
number signs have been going up on the 
beach side of the seawall telling those on 
the beach the number of the streets. This 
project has been undertaken by a private 
citizen and Hie signs have already been 
placed along much of the Oceanfront start- 
hig at 5 1 st street to the north and extending 
as far south as 20th street. These signs are 
made of a plastic material similar to those 
used for marking boats so that they wi 
withstand the sajt spray of the ocean wa- 
ters. 

We should be grateful when visiters 
take the time to offer constructive criticism 
suc^ as this Washington resident has done. 
It may be that these suggestions just might 
bear fruit.

"Actually the waterfowl sea- 
son frameworks for recent sea- 
sons, although restrictive, have 
offered states a great deal of 
choice in just what t^^gf. lea- 
son they w^uited to a^lT, Wat- 
kins said. 

Last year the Commission had 
the opticm of a 40-day season 
with a daily limit of three .ducks 
or a 50-day season with a two 
duck daily limit. The season 
could have been either con- 
tinuous or split (with a 4 <w 5 
day penalty respectively) between 
October 1 and January 13. With 
such a wide choice, the Com- 
missnners prefer the opinicHH of 
as many <rf the state's waterfowl 
hunters as possible before mak- 
ing their decision. The alterna- 
tives are of little consequence to 
tl» birds but can be very im- 
portant to the hunters. 

Last yeat, for the fiM time, 
the Commissicm scheduled a 
public heiu'ing so hunters could 
have their say on the waterf<wl 
seasons and limits.

Surfing Hazard 

VIRGINIA BEACH— City Council Monday approved on first 
reading an ordinance designed to keep tethers out of the way of 
surfboard riders ami vice-versa. 

The ordinance provides a specific area to be used by either 
badiers or surfers, but not both at the same time. 

A 350-foot strip of beach, t»eginning 200 feet north of the 
Steel Fishing Pier near Rud^ 



Inlet has been designated as a 
surfboard area. When surfers 
wish to surf there, they will be 
require to set up a series of red 
flags at the boundaries of the 
area. 

When the flags are up, bathers 
will not be allowed to swim 
there. Conversely, if the flags are 
not up, the surfers hiay not use 
the area for surfing. The ordin- 
ance places the respcmsibilitiy 
for setting up the flags upcm the 
surfers. 

Sisns marking the boundaries 
of the area were erected last 
week by the Bureau of Safety. 

The new ordinance allows 
surfers to continue using other 
areas for surfing if "such surfing 
can be performed without being 
a hazard to bathers and swim- 
mers in the area."

Prejwire 
enough for a >wek or two at a 
time and avoid die task <rf hav- 
ing to iH-qiare a sandwich every 
momii^. 

Set out all the ingredients you 
will need in an orderly fashiwi. 
Lay out slices of bread in rows 
and spread with sdftened butter 
or margarine (don't use melted 
butter or margarine as it soaks 
into the bread). Now spread fill- 
ing on haK the bread slices, al- 
ternating sli(«s.

Now wrap sandwiches in- 
dividually in moisture - vapor 
proof material. If the sandwiches 
are to be kept for less than a 
week, a double thickness of 
waxed paper is sufficient. For 
swidwiches to be k&pi for two 
weeks, wrap in plastic film ot 
aluminum foil. 

Fasten sandwiches with freezer 
tape and label widi the date and 
type of f illii^. Pack die wrapped 
samlwiches, if desired, in boxes 
to prevent crushing.

SUDAN GRASS POISONING 

We are getting a lot of calls 
from dairymen and beef cattle- 
men now regarding the possibility 
of Sudan grass poisoning of their 
livestock. This is a critical time, 
since much of the sudan graK is 
wilted during Oiis dry weather, 
and I can underetand the cause 
of concern. I might point out 
some of the precautions which 
you should look out for. 

Uaially the first sign of Sudan 
grass poisoning is weakness. 
Prompt treatment is vital for the 
acid involved is a quick^oting 
|»ison. If only a little of the pois- 
oraiess grass is eaten, signs may 
be ^ow io appearing and the 
animal will becoiiM weak and 
stagger before becoming para- 
lyzed. In some cases bloating has 
been noted. 

If only a Uttle of the poisoness 
grass is eaten the sigi» wiH be 
mild and chances for recovery 
will be greater. If a lot of the 
grass is eaten, signs will sliow up 
quickly, and the animal may die 
in short time unless prom{^ emer- 
gency treatment is administered. 

'VetoinariaiK have medicines 
which can be given ii^avamous- 
ly. K given promptly, the treat- 
ment can put a poisoned animal 
back on its feet in a short time. 
'Bvi, time is important. It can 
mean a difference between saving 
and losing a valuable animal.

Signal Lights May Help 
Tunnel Rd. Interchange 

BAYSIDE — Traffic li^ts arc being sought for the intersection of Shore Drive and the Cl^sa- 
peake Bay Bridge-tunnel approach road in an effort to avoid what could be a serious traffic hazard. 

Safety Bureau Chief Reeves Johnson said Thursday that he was making a request for a 
stoplight to regulate traffic there befoos the bridge-tunnel openS; next March. 

The controversial interchange! ' ^ ' — 




has been tKiilt as a diamond- 
shaped intersection rather than a 
doverleaf which Johnson said is 
proper at such an interchange. 

Southbound traffic from the 
bridge-tunnel will be able to exit 
from the approach road on a 
drop-off ramp as it nears Shore 
Drive, but drivers who want to go 
to Virginia Beach will have to 
cross the Norfolk bound traffic 
on Shore Drive and make a left 
turn. 

The same holds true for cars 
approaching the intersection from 
other directions — if they wish to 
turn left, they will have to cross 
two lanes of Shore Drive traffic 
to do so. 

Several city offidals have indi- 
cated that traffic signals will be 
only a partial answer to the prob- 
lem when the bridge4unnel op- 
ens. The dty is trying to get f^- 
eral and state aid to eventually 
rebuild the interehange into a 
doverleaf. 

The first step in such a project 
would probably be to construct a 
curving left turn ramp to carry 
traffic from 'the tunnel into the 
easlibound lane of Shore Drive. 

The 3.6 mile, four-lane tuiuiel 
■^pr5ach mai i? sehedtiled to 
open to traffic this week between 
Shore Drive and Diamond 
Springs. 

John BonnervDle, Suffolk Dis^' 
itrict traffic engineer for the State 
Highway Department said the 
state will not know for sure wbat 
traffic control devices will be 
needed at the interdiange until 
the approsK^h road opens this 
week. He said he did not know 
whether the city or state would 
install control devices. 

An estunated 5,000 vehides 
will use the approach road daily 
once ithe bridge-itunnel goes into 
operation next March. But state 
highway officials have indicaited 
they do not think turning traffic 
at Shore Drive justifies a dover- 
leaf interchange wMh left turn 
ramps at the start. 

Some city officials have also 
expressed concern over the exit- 
ing acceleration lanes that traffic 



from the bridge-tunnel road will 
use to merge with Shore Drive 
traffic. 

Johnson told City Council last 
lyeek that the acceleration lanes, 
instead of merging gradually with 
the Shore Drive traffic, come to 
an abrupt halt. 

One of them ends directly in 
front of the entrance to a drive-in 
theater and ithe other passes in 
froi^ of a service station and is 
tied in with a street intersection. 

Council voted to seek federal 



and state aid in constructing a 
doverleaf. Johnson told coundl 
that the proper type of inier- 
change involving two primary 
highways was the cbverleaf type. 
Planning Director Mason Gatn- 
age said that he had heard of 
plans to construct a motel at the

"In a hushed Copenhagen con- 
cert haU a fascinaited' audience of 
2,000 people \v^tched a cMd 
prodigy making his musical de- 
but. At 'the piano sat a dark 
haired boy of fourteen playing 
the solo part of Rachmaninoff s 
C minor concerto. 

"Suddenly, owr the clear notes 
of the piano, rose the unmistak- 
able sound of badly-supprMsed 
giggles from the stalls. The audi- 
ence at the back craned forward. 
What was happening? 

"There 'was no doubt about it. 
The iboy pianist was casually per- 
forming a long Tight-hand trill 
with two fingers — and winking at 
the ladies in the front row. One 
concert-goer nudged another. The 
amusement in the hall was rising 
audibly. 

"The grey - haired conductor, 
with his back to <the audience, 
and the boy's winking eye out of 
his line of vision, seiised thiSt 
something was 'wrong. 

"In his nervousness he quick- 
ened the time he was beating.

The boy rose, walked 
delibeTalely to the conductor's 
desk, turned the score back for 
three pages, and returned to ttie 
piano.

Rac hm i CTi t w i f r eaiwerte vanM- 
ued, and ended in a wave of 
laughter and cheers." 

Bom in Copenhagen, Denmark, 
Borge was forc^ to fcave his 
homeland in 1940. For over a 
year the Genntn Gestapo lud 
him high on its "exterminMiori 
list" tar his biting lampoois of 
Adolf Hifler. 

When he arrived in New York 
he couldn't speak a word of Eng- 
lish. "I learned EngU^ llstennig 
to constant repitions of phiasw," 
Borge says. "Tlie first phrwe I 
learned was 'Don't call us — we'll 
call you." 

Since that time Borge's one- 
man show business campaign has 
earned him the title, "the furaii- 
est entertainer in the world," be- 
stowed on him by New York 
Times critic Brooks Atkinson. 

Borge will make two appear- 
ances at the Civic Center, August 
31 and September 1. Both per- 
formances will begin at 8:30* p.m.

Itlyi^ia is the !nedi<»l term iox 
nearsiglUedness, the eye condiftion 
where a pereon sees objects dear- 
ly when they are dose at hand, 
hut fuzzy and blurred when far- 
ther away. 

Myopia is not a disease. It is 
caused by changes within the eye 
such as lengthening of the eyebail 
or too much curvature of the 
cornea. These dianges omight be 
c^sed by increased pressure of 
the fluids witlhin toe eye itself. 

People with myopia can achieve 
normal vision with tte aid of 
glasses, properly fitted. 

Myopia is coitunon, one out of 
four people being affected by the 
time they are 20 years old. It 
uraally dewlops slowly, so slowly 
in fact that it may go unrecog- 
nized. The affected person as- 
sumes fuzzy vision is normal.

But this kind of sya- 
im often produced fnud, to 
registration waa introduced as a 
protection for tl^ ballot. How- 
ever, the very fact of registra- 
tion has very naturally cut down 
turn-out in our elections. Es- 
peciallf has thu been true where 
then in long delays betw«n 
t}« doasg date f» registvation 
and t^ mtt^ dale of t^ vo^ 
itself. 

But there are problems beyoial 
reg^mtim wUdi wiU ^stcern 
the Omittittsion as weD.

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TAVERNS WERE UHPORTANT 
IN COLONIAL VIRGINIA

In Colonial Virginia the tavern 
seems to have played an impor- 
tant jart in the political activity 
of the period Immediately preced- 
ing ^e iRevolu'tion. 

The tavern was the natural 
gathering - place of that day. 
There, the townanan, the travel- 
ler and the planter from the 
country could join each other in 
food, drink, song, gambling, con- 
v^sation— ^and poUti<s. 

Such a $^)ering-plac« was the 
Rising Sun Tavwn in ftwjtericks- 
burg, A favorite n^eting id«% <rf 
the early patriots who gathered 
to prote^ 4^ tyranny of E^n^nd, 
it was often visited by Gecn^e 
Washin^tm, Thomas i^ifiamsi, 
G^rge Mason, Jolm BfazshaO, 
Pi^^ Henn^, Hugh Mercer and 
the 'L(^. SHui^ed on the main 
colonial noito^oyth hi^way, tt 
was 1^ a st^ coach stop and 
poat office. 

Bum j^uit 1760 by Charl^ 
W\u^^n, the younger broflier 
of Geoi^ Wa*ington, tt was fir^ 
oaiM tte Wa^ngtott Tn^em. 
Later it was known 9& the Gcdcten 
E^ or Ihe i!a^ Tavern. 

Here G^iige <Mason, George 
Wy«he; Tliomas Jefferaon, Ed- 
nnuid PsmUeton and 'Riotnas 
LudweU t«e met on January 13. 
1777 end oiitMned the bill which 
Jefferson later phrased and Mal- 
ison presented in 1785 to the Vir- 



ginia Assembly, vi^ere it passed 
as the S;»tute of Viiiginia For Re- 
Ugtcws liberty. 

The Peace Ball, celebr«ting the 
victory at Yorktown, was held at 
the tavern in 1781. R was attend- 
ed by Washin^on and his moitJier, 
his officers. La Fayette, deGrasse, 
Rodiwunbeau and other revolu- 
tionary leaders. 

TTie Virginia Sodety of the 
CiiKinm^ hdd its, first dinner 
meeting ^ the Wsmg &in. The 
society was formed on October 6, 
17^ at the Town Hmise in Fred- 
erick^lNirg. After Uie raerting ttie 
mmidjei^ adjourned to the Blabig 
Sun for their fiyst n^il toge^r. 
ITie society aga^B met in tiie tav- 
ern for its sdsqui-ceirtamial in 
1933. R heM anotiier meeting 
there in 1940 wh@i General 
Geoi^e MarAall wi^ ouide a 
n^ab&, . 

Ihe Rising Sun ceaaed to be 
(4)erated ae a tavern shortly be* 
fore the War Between (he £Kaite$. 
It w^ acquired by the Assoda- 
tion for the F^reservaition of Vir- 
ginia Antiquities in 1907 and 
opened as en hiMorie sfaiine. 

Anxaig the interacting items to 
be seen in the tavern are: a d^ 
formerly owned by Th<Nnas ^• 
fei9cm, chim^ once the fMroparly 
of Jam^ Monroe, a ^te^ pewt^ 
coUection in tl^ tiq> xtxnn^ (he 
original ta^^rn Mceme (1793) and 
a iria^ coach ^ga dated 1775.

N<*ody wears eyeglasses un- 
less he needs them. 

Your eye trouble developed 
while you were not wearing eye- 
glasses. There is no reason to- 
think that not wearing evcglasses 
now is Roing to undo what hap- 
pened then. 

Eveclasses don't affect the 
shape of the lenses of the eves. 
Eyeglasses merely compensate — 
the eyes blend the light rays a 
little too much (or perhaps not 
quite enouirh) so lenses are 
«round to bend the li;Tht rays 
iust enough in the opposite direc- 
tion. 

Good eyesight camwt be de- 
veloped by exercise, any more 
than vou can improve hearing by 
listening to noi^s. 

However, I should add one 
point to avoid misunderstanding. 



Such a |Wt*lem m faulty muwlc- 
balance can exist 11» musdes 
(wry tiny oi%s) whidi are os^ 
to focus the eyes may in some 
cases be of uiMqual strei^th. In 
such instances, eye exercises can 
be of help. This ccMidhkm is m^ 
verv commcm, though. 

For the great majority ot eye 
defects, exercise or a struggle to 
"get along wiAout eyegUitees" 
will do no ^x)d at all. I'm not 
saying that it will harm wur 
eves — it probably won't. But the 
effort will make it harder for y(X» 
to see things and it may put yott 
under enough strain to give ymir 
headaches or otter such coose* 
quences of tensi(wi. It will also be 
a waste of time. 



Thus, with the openti^ trf the 
new school term, have vour 
child's eyes examined. Good 
vbion is vital for study. Your 
child cannot do hu best at schod 
unless he sees blackboard and 
printed pages clearly. Help him 
see his way to scholastic success 
by having regular eye examim- 
tions.

Mor» ^s«dfi<Mlly, orm regulation of 
special corKrerri subjoits virtually all drug 
adverrtsements in professional journals to 
possfbfe federal prt-publication censorship. 
Yet, in the Drug Amendnr»ents of 1962, 
CaigPBK held that except in ''extraorcHntry 
ctrcumstan<»s", ro adv^tisement should 
b# subject to prioif government approval. 



It is further charged that the FDA ha* 
gone beyond the power gtmi^ by Ceiv 
gress by trying to tpecify how prescrlpfkm 
drug advertis^T^nts should be cM^n^ 
and written arwrf where ^rtafn Inform^km 
should be placed, ft 'w trwi that the law 
requires such advertisement to carry In- 
formation in "brief summary" relating to 
side effects^nd other matters of interest to 
readers of professional journals.

MTI-DUaMG LAW DATES 
BACK TO TMGIC DEATHS 

The Lewis-McHenry duel, fee first duel wife rifles known to 
have takra place in Virg^k, resulted in fee deafe of bofe men 
^^ the passage of fee state's anti-d«%lling law. 

The affak took place on Monday, May 9, 1808 in Christiiu»- 
burg, fee seat of Mon^omery. 

At sunrise that morning five men were gafeeied cm a hillside 
over-looking fee town. They had met to conduct a formal duel, 
according to fee time-honored 
Code of Action, fee Co^ Dae^ 
fc». They were fee principals, 
Thomas Lewis mid John Mc- 
Henry, fee seconds, James Qiari- 
ton and Thomas Bowyer, smd 
the attending surgwn, Dr. John 
Floyd. 

Doctor Floyd later became 
Governor of Vvginia and a mem- 
ber of Confess. McHenry wais a 
former sheriff of fee county and 
Lewis, son of fee famous Indian 
Fighter CoIomI Andrew Lewis, 
was a promi^tag .youl|g lawyer. 
They were-ctose friends and ap- 
parently neitKer harbor^ i^ 
ill feeling toward fee ofeer. 

The chiel was fee aft^mafe of 
a political camp^ga in <wh)ch 
J(»eph Kmg, fee husband of 
Lewis' hatf-sister, was elected to 
fee legislature. During the cam- 
paign di&rences developed bc- 
tw^fr-Kiagand McHenry. The 
election over, feey settled their 
dWeitrices and McHenry went 
on a busuless trip to Kentucky 
and King attended the sessicm in 
Ridimond. 

Up(» retumii^ hwne. how- 
ever, feey fmind feat tlwir friends 
had kept fee quarrel' alive and 
feat fee nuhof^ had multiplied. 
ITiey bofe tried to s^le fee 
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matter, but McHenry be(^me in- 
censed over a charge that he was 
a coward and challenged King to 
a duel. Kii^, who was a mer- 
chant, refused to meet him, say- 
ing that h ewas responsible for 
his wife and children and could 
feerefore ikA risk his life m a 
duel. 

When Tom Lewis, who was 
22 and unmarried, heard oi this 
he challenged McHenry. McH»t- 
ry accepted, but placed as a ^- 
terrent, fee deadly condition feat 
it be fou^t with long rifles at 
feirty paces. Apparendy he 
feought.feat eifeer Lewis would 
not fight or fee public would not 
permit it. Bofe were expert rifle 
sh(^. 

But fee matter had ^me too 
far to stop and fee two men be- 
gan to ptpp&tQ f OT fee event 
Each man had a new suit tailored 
wife a double breasted coat wife 
shining metal buttons. Each wOTe 
flowing stocks and a badge oif 
blue ribbMis on his cOat. 

At fee last momem Dr. Floyd 
and Chariton tried to bring aboiit 
an amicable settlement C3iarl- 
ton even su^ested feat feey load 
the rifles without bullets. Bow- 
yar, Lewis' second, persist^ 
however, and McHenry an- 
nounced feat if Lewis made him 
fidit he would "drive the button 
of his new coat through his 
heart." At fee signal to fire he 
did exactly that and Lewb 
died instanuy, firing as he fell 
McHenry v/m fatally wounded 
by Lewis' bullet, but he lived 
long enough to view his friend's 
funeral procession from his wtn- 
<tow fee next day. 

The firing shattered fee eafly 
morning quiet of fee town arid 
soon an angnr and ind^i^M 
crowd gathered. WIku it look»l 
like a lynching mig^ be «kl«i 
to fee morning's slaughter, the 
steonds and fee surgeon mount- 
ed feeir horses and escaped west- 
ward, returning when thmgs had 
quieted dcwn. 

In January, 1810 an imiignant 
legislature passed the Barbour 
BUI, outlawing dueling by pub- 
lic officials and requiring alf of- 
fice holders from fee goveroM' 
down to take an anti-duelling 
' cafe. The oafe was required un- 
til fee repeal of fee law in 1926.
